modern attitudes such children de- 
serve and must

Director Charles C. Stillm an of

physician's duty is to save human 
life,” he said, "and there is con-

can attitude toward France might be great­ 
ly different in the present crisis were it 
not for that nation's disregard of its debt 
to this country and its obvious hostility to­ 
ward the United States when it mentions 
those unfortunate debts. 
However poorly baaed auch antipathies 
may 
prova 
to 
be 
in 
perspective, 
they 
are a real factor In 1936. 
Unofficial opinion 
in the United States, as well as official 
opinion, ii hampered from both sides in its 
progress toward a conclusion. 
Neither Ger­ 
many nor Franca and its sympathizers can 
be favored under the circumstances. That 
is Bignfficant In itself, ainee the United 
States apparently baa regained some of the 
popular neutrality ti possessed at the out­ 
break of the World war. 
At least it no 
longer regards Germany as tbs culprit of 
all European trouble. 
In fact. when Chancellor Hitler, explain­ 
ing the Rhineland reoccupation, says, "Ger­ 
many* rearmament la not th# revival of a 
European problem but its solution" many 
Americana ara able to underetand what Is 
maant. 
After all, Germany merely la fol­ 
lowing the example of other European na­ 
tions.

— Controlled 
economy is on trial before the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 
Does congress have tile right to pass 
laws fixing the prices of goods of any kind 
moving from state to state? 
This is the issue which has arisen in con­ 
nection with the constitutionality of the 
Guffey coal act and In tom e respects the 
case is broader than the Schechter case 
which declared the NR A invalid. 
Indeed, the case argued by the depart­ 
ment of Justice constituted In effect a re. 
argument of the issues Imperfectly raised 
In the Schechter case, or at least Imprefect- 
ly from the viewpoint of the new dealers 
who have had several m onths in which to 
develop their theory as to the validity of 
congressional power over price fixing. 
The key to the new deal strategy is to be 
found In the briefs formally filed with the 
court. They reveal an am azing shift In st- 
tack and one that is in a sense far more wig 
niflcant than Hip approach m ade by the new 
deal lawyers when they argued the Schecht- 
er rase. 
Princeton Professor Called In 
To develop the new argument. Professor 
8. Corwin 
of 
Princeton 
university 
was 
brought Into service. He had been on a 
year's leave of absence from his post and 
accepted the invitation of an old friend. 
John Dickinson, assistant attorney general. 
to collaborate in the preparation of briefs. 
First and foremost, the new deal now con 
redes som ething that was not all conceded 
on the floor of 
congress when the Guffey 
act wa# passed, namely that the act does 
not stand within the right of congress un 
der the taxing power. This position Is aban 
doned though opponents of the law In their 
brief insist that the existence of a provision 
compelling producers of coal to join 
the 
code or su ffer a prohibitive penalty tax is 
enough to invalidate the law anyhow. 
The new deal. on the other hand, con 
tends that the penalty is proper if congress 
has the right to regulate sales or prices In 
Interstate commerce. In other words, no a t ­ 
tempt Is m ade to rest on the taxing power, 
for the reason probably that the Supreme 
Court in the famous child labor cases said 
that the taxing power could not be used as 
a subterfuge to regulate Interstate com­ 
merce. 
The new deal lawyers now turn the argu- 
ment around. They say that congress 
has 
the right to fix ibices In Interstate com- 
m e n e and as a part of its authority It can 
Invoke a penalty tax. If thia is upheld, It is 
insisted that hours and wages can be re ­ 
gulated by the congress as an incident of the 
same power to regulate Interstate commerce. 
Most important then Is the new deal con. 
tendon as to why it thinks congress puss 
sesses the right to regulate sales or prices 
in Interstate commerce. H ere the Corwin 
philosophy comes into play. 
He has insisted right along th at the com. 
merce power given congress 
was 
broad 
enough to regulate activities of business 
that are related to the Interstate shipment 
or sale of goods. 
Effect Must Be Direct 
In the Hcheohter case, the new deal argued 
that anything which 
"affected" 
interstate 
commerce was a proper subject for con- 
tressional action and it was insisted that 
the NRA codes covered those operations of 
business which "affected" interstate com- 
merce. The Suprem e Court 
said 
In 
th e 
Schechter opinion that things which "af. 
feet" interstate commerce, of course might 
come under the congressional power, 
but* 
that the effect had to be direct and not r e ­ 
mote, and that killing and selling chickens 
after they arrived ut the slaughterhouse of 
the handlers In New York had no direct ef­ 
fect on Interstate commerce nor did the 
wages and hours of the employes. 
The new deal has endeavored to prove 
that the coal business, however, has ele­ 
ments that are direct in their etfect on in­ 
terstate commerce. The point is made, for 
example, that the m arketing of coal is an 
interstate operation and that no one Blate 
can regulate the sale of coal without being 
affected by what happens In other coal pro- 
during states. 
Thus, the Supremo Court has upheld the 
right of the state of New York, as an em er­ 
gency measure, to fix Hie prices of milk 
sold within the state, but it has ruled, on 
the other hand, against the right of a state 
to fix the price of milk coming in from a 
neighboring state. 
The new dealers in the argum ent on the 
Uuffey law have marshalled the represents- 
lives of six state governm ents to file briefs 
with the court stating that their respective 
states do not have the power to control 
the prices of coal shipped into or from their 
s tu n s and thut. since there is no power for 
the states to do this, namely since this right 
is not reserved to the states, it must ne- 
eessarily be within the federal power. 
Confined To People Of States 
The constitutional provision with refer­ 
ence to "reserved rights." of course, is not 
confined to state governments but to the 
people of the states. The 10th am endm ent 
says that all powers not delegated to the 
federal government are 
reserved 
to 
the 
states "or lo the people." In many cases 
heretofore the Supreme Court has said that 
a state government does not have the right 
to enact price fixing legislation, as. for in 
stance, when a Tennessee law attem pting 
to fix the prices of gasoline at the filling 
station was declared to be beyond the. power 
of the legislature and an interference with 
the rights of the individual. 
Certainly, the Guffey 
case 
will 
attract 
more attention and Hie opinion of the Su. 
preme Court may take on even more im ­ 
portance than the opinion in the Schechter 
case because it involves broader issues. A 
decision is expected sometime in the latter 
part of April or the first of May—at least 
in the present term of the court, which ends 
by the first of June.
